“The first important point of differ- 
ence arose from the insistence of cer- 
tain members of the Dominion govern- 
ment that no consideration whatever 
should be given to alienations or 
dealings with the natural resources 
prior to 1905. it being urged that at 
that time a settlement had been reach- 
ed behind which we could not go. The 
importance of this question to the pro- 
vince may be gathered by a refer- 
ence to one item, viz: lands alienated 
for railway purposes. Of a total of 
13,041,729 acres granted from within 
athe present provincial boundaries as 
subsidies for railway construction 10,- 
a few 
years prior to 1905. Of this amount 
approximately 6,440,000 acres were 
granted tor railway construction en- 
tirely outside the province. Had the 
first petition for provincial autonomy 
been granted in 1900 we would now 
clearly be entitled to some considera- 
tion for these lands. In view of the

with the patents all mineral rights, it 
hecomes of considerable importance 
that any negotiations for the return 
of the resources should not be limited 
to the period since 1905, and we felt 
obliged to make a very positive claim

ledge of the real benefit to be derived 
by the transfer of the resources, There 
seems to be a gencral exaggerated 
idea not only of the wealth of our re- 
sources, but also of the immediate 
benefit to be derived by the province 
from their acquisition, The result. is 
an impatience on the part of some to 
‘any suggestion that past dealings 
with the resources ‘should be consider- 
ed at all and the insistence that we 
should be contented to take over the 
remaining’ resources and give up all 
the present subsidy without any com- 
pensation whatsoever for any re- 
sources hitherto alienated.

NO MORE PRIVATE 
BOOTHS IN CAFES 
AFTER THIS MONTH 


Private Looths or any section of a 
restaurant that cannot be yiewed 
from the remainder of the premises 
will be prohibited by law on and after 
June 1. This legisaltion is provided 
by the provincial government by the 
new Restaurant act passed at the 
last assembly and it fs defined as an 
act to Heense, regulate and cyntrol 
restaurants and other places where 
refreshments are sold, The Calgary 
police are preparing to see that the 
provisions of the act are strictly car- 
ried out in that city. 

Thé section which most affects We- 
taskiwin restaurants says that no 
part or parts-of the premises of a res- 
taurant in which food or drink fs, 
served to customers for sOamntiod 
thereon shall be screened or partition. 
ed off in any manner from the other 
part of the said premises so as to 
render the interior thereof complete- 
ly free from observation from the re- 
mainder of the premises. 

Places having stalls laid out which 
are not completely screened off will 
not be affected by this regulation, 
but the act will compel restaurants 
to remove screens or curtains from 
their private booths so that the inter- 
jor of the place can be observed at 
all times. 


FITTING AND SHOWING 
THE HOG 


The fitting and Sekt of swine is 
an art in itself quite apart from that 
of breeding. The careful breeder who 
prides himself on the breeding and 
typIness of his hogs need not neces- 
sarily be unbeatable in the show ring. 
In large show classes where the com- 
petition is keen, winning individuals 
must possess other qualifications than 
trueness to type alone, and probably 
one of the most important considera- 
tions other than type is what may be 
called show condition, This show.con- 
dition is found in its greatest per- 
fection at our larger shows where the 
breeders with years of experience at 
their backs are in keen competition 
with one another. For those breed- 
ers who are less experienced and who 
may wish to take a hand in the game 
a few suggestions at this time may not 
be averse. Individuals which it is 
| the intention of the owner to exhibit 
at (his fall's shows should be selected 
at. once. This is. important if max- 
imum size and development is to be 
obtained, and every day that is’ de- 
layed means that much of a handicap 
for the individual in the show ring. 

It is impossible to realize the desir- 
ed results by foreing at the last mo- 
ment, it being necesary, in order to 
obtain full development, to bring the 
individual along gradually, Forced 
feeding results in excess fleshing, 
with retarded development of frame 
or on the other hand it may result in 
grossness and lack of quality. 

Pasture, supplied with shade from 
the sun, and also, if possible, running 
water, provide ideal conditions for the 
hog during, the summer, These, with 
fa well balanced ration fed in conjune- 
tion with green feed and skim milk, 
form a combination that is capable 
of giving the most favorable results. 

The meal ration which fs selected 
for this purpose should be one calcu. 
lated to develop bone and muscle dur- 
ing the initial stages of the -fitting 
period, and for the latter stages a 
somewhat higher percentage of fat 
producing foods should) be supplied. 

In order to appear to the greatest 
advantage the skin of the hog must 
be free from blemishes or roughness 
of any kind, and present a clear and 
healthy appearance. One great source 
of trouble more particularly with the 
white skinned hogs is that of sun- 
burn. This can largely be prevented 
if some protection from the sun either 
natural or artificial is available where 
the hog may take shelter throughout 
the hotter parts of the day, These 
precautions are not sufficient, how- 
ever, if the skin of the hog is to ap- 
pear to the best advantage, so wash- 
ing must be resorted to, It is not

“The natural feeling that grew out ' 


wf the war,” said his Lordship, “en- 
couraged the placing of restrictions 
on immigration that have been most 
disustrous in their results. We must 
fhave these restrictions removed, We 
tmust have settlers from all over the 
rworld, not artisans, but men who 
nvill go out on to our lands and our 
orests and fisheries and help to de- 
elop these resources, and there 
must be an insistent demand on Par- 
iament to pass legislation that will 
open the doors to them.” 

His Lordship further pointed to 
the necd of making good Canadian 


citizens of these immigrants, and bo. 


foster throughout the Dominion the 
spirit of Canadian citizenship. Mu- 
\tual understanding and neighborli- 
mess between Canadians at opposite 
lextremities of the Dominion must be 
promoted by every possible means, 
i Win by Work Only. 
Alluding to the fact that the mem- 
fers of the Junior Bar were on the 
ithreshold of their profession, he 
inted out to them the high road to 
success. Not by luck or by special 
\grace, but by hard work, devotion to 
the profession, and strict observance 


wf the ethics and dignity of the Bar § 


fwould they achieve the objects they 
were aiming at. 

Lord Shaughnessy recounted in 
{humorous fashion how in his early 


ayouth he had consecrated himself to 


tthe legal profession, and had studied 
law assiduously in his spare time for 
fmany years, but just as he was on 
ithe verge of entering a legal office 
to gain the necessary experience 
prior to embarking in that profes- 
‘sion, promotion and advancement in 
‘commercial life came to him so 
irapidly that he decided to remain 
lin the commercial career in which

\yers in general, His Lordship ex-

han in the case of my suceessor, Mr,

: “In that case,” said the lawyer, 
‘probably you will be good enough 
to whisper it in the car of the 
judge.” 

The members of the Junior Bar 
had, however, other and very import- 
ant duties, apart from those incum- 
bent on them as members of the 
legal profession. 

“You young men of the coming 
generation have a duty to perform, 
as we all have in this generation, to 
your country, to do everything in 
your power to make Canada what it 
should be, one great, happy unit. 

“We are peculiarly constituted, 
with our long stretch of territory 
from Nova Scotia to Vancouver, and 
indeed to the Yukon. It is exceed- 
ingly difficult to build up neighborly 
relations between the different sec- 
tions of the country. It should be 
our endeavor to do that. ‘True, we 
have had federation now for fifty 
years or over and we have come 
through it quite comfortably and 
happy. 1 think the fact we have 
done so is a great tribute to the wis- 
dom and foresight of the men who 
framed the British North America 
Act, ¢ 
“But conditions are constantly 
changing in the country and if we 
are to prevent misunderstandings we 
must always be alive to anticipate 
events which may lead to these mis- 
understandings. If we are conscien- 
tious in endeavoring to preach the 
gospel of understanding and pood- 


prosperity and they will again. 
When we have nacaed the present 
unfavorable condition of thiags they 
will participate again, but in the 
meantime we may have a time when 
parts of the country will feel that 
others are prospering at their ex- 
pense. We must endeavor by every 
possible process to correct that im: 
pression, ry 

“The foundation stoms of ourpres- 
perity are our lands, our mines, for- 
ests and fisheries. These must be 
developed as rapidly as circmn- 
stances will permit, if we are to 
make the best of our opportunities 
in the next few years and to meet 
the burdens which are laid upon us, 
We cannot do that without immigra- 
tion, The natural growth of popu- 
lation will-not be sufficient to meet 
the demand. 

Must Have Settlers, 

“We must have immigration. We 
have had very little since 1914. On 
the contrary, Iam afraid we have 
lost somewhat. Then, after the war 
the natural Cecline that grew out of 
the war encouraged the placing of 
restrictions on immigration that 
have been most disastrous in their 
results, We must have these 
istrictions. removed. We must have 
settlers from all over the world, not 
artisans, but men who will go ont on 
to our land and our forests and -fish- 
eries and help to develop these re- 
sources and there must be an insist- 
ent demand on Parliament ‘to pass 
legislation that will open the doors 
to them to a reasonable extent and 
will permit them to come in. 

“Then there is the need to sce that 
they become good citizens. They 
must be encouraged or if nesessary 
compelled to become good Canadian 
citizens, although I prefer the form- 
cy method if possible, They should 
be taught that the interests of their 
children and of their children’s chil. 
dren are in Canada.

Swinging of Pendulum 
Will Now Be Used For 


Locating Oil and‘Gas' 


We have all stopped before a clock 
and watched the pendulum go to;and 
fro, and tick off the seconds of time 
in {ts ceaseless work. Why ft ticks 
off seconds, wo-probably do not know 
and ‘furthermore do not care—we sim- 
ply know that it is its business to do 
50. However, there is a reason; ‘it is 
dependent upon the length of the peu- 
dulum and.upon the force or pull 
that: causes it to oscillate. ‘If we 
change its length the period will, be 
‘different, or if we change the force or 
pull, retaining the same length, the 
period will again be different, 

The pull or force is essentially the 
attraction of the earth upon the dis- 
placed bob of the pendulum, so that if 
we allow a pendulum of. invarialle 
length to swing in differen: parts. of 
the earth: and note the number of 
swings it makes, say in an how, or 
inva day, it will give us the measure 
for determining the difference of pull 
or attraction of the earth, which would 
mean that it ‘vould tell us the relative 
distance that we are from the centre 
of the earth at the various stations 
of observation. “From this it is ol- 
Vious that the figure or ellipticity of 
the earth may be found. out by means 
of the pendulum, - 


The figure and rotation of the earth 
affect the pendulum in two distinct 
ways. In the northern hemisphere 
going southward, say from Ottawa to 
Washington, we get a little farther 
away from the centre of the earth on 
account of the equatorial bulge. 
Then, furthermore, at Washington the 
centrifugal force is greater, there is 
a greater tendency to fly off; so that 
altogether the pull at Ottawa, is much 
greater than it is at Washington. 

It may be observed that ‘a miner, 
weighing his gold in the Yukon. by 
means of a spring balance and veliev- 
ing it to represent so many ponnds 
and ounces, would naturally be sur- 
prised if he weighed that. gold with 
the same spring balance in Ottawa, 
before turning his gold over to the 
Mint, to find that it weighed less here 


‘|by something like the 550th part of 


what it weighed in the Yukon, This 
fs due to no fault of the scale what- 
ever, but simply that gravity ig less 
at Ottawa than at places further to 
the north. This is one reason why 
spring balances aré illegal ag appli- 
ance for welghing, The greatest dif- 
ference in, gravity upon the earth is 
between the poles and the cquator, 
where the difference amounts to fully 
one two-hundredths, 


With the great many pendulum 
observations, or gravity observations, 
as. otherwise called—because by 
means of the pendulum we determine 
the g.cvily of ‘the earth—distribyted 
over many parts of the eartn, besides 
actual linear measurements which 
heve Leen made, the figure of theo 
earth is determined with a high degree 
of accuracy, so that at any given lati- 
tude we knowin advance what the 
theoretical value of gravity should be 
which is the same thing, we know 
accurately the length that the pendu- 
lum: must have in order to swing see- 
ondy there, . 

The mean density, of the arth, 
which is a little over five and v half 
times that of water, has been well de- 
termined and more so the densitics' of 
the many formatioas of rock and other 
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minerals that constitute tha crust of 
the earth, upon which the oscilla- 
tions. are dependent. Any change in 
the distribution’ of: them wlil. there. 
fore, affect the time.of the oscillations 
of the pendulum. It ig obvious that 
the nearer matter Js more effective 
than matter more Temote in its at- 
traction’on the pendulum. 

All the preceding ‘is to explain aud 
emphasize that the oscillation of a 
pendulum is dependent upon the dis- 
tribution of: matter around it and pe- 
low it.: ‘ me 

‘Weare just now at the point of 
revealing what the pendulum shows 
and by. work carried on at the Dam- 
infon observatory.. Let us here 
say a few words of the peadulums 
used for gravity observations. These 
pendulums have ‘no'.clockwork. They 
swing on an agate plane supported: by 
an agate knife edge. The time of 
oscillation of a single swing is deter- 
mined to an extraordinary degree of 
accuracy—to the ten-millionth of a 
second of time—the time being deriy- 
ed from the stars. 

Hence if we set up our apparatus 
at.a place whose latitude is accurate 
ly known, and determine the time of 
oscillation of the pendulum, whose 
period is known at.a given time, like 
Ottawa and Washington, we will find 
whether. there is an excess or defect 
of mass about the station or place. In 
another word, and the revelation fs 
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Regular value to $2.50. 
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nade. Woe find, for instance that the 
pendulum swings too quickly gor that 
particular latitude, which would mean 
that there is pn excess of mass acting 
on the pendwum. Such a result would 
absolutely preclude the presence of oil 
or gas in the rock formation, This id! 
surely something worth knowing to 
the prospector or company about to 
drill for off'or gas.) It secs aw far 
story that the pendulum, quietly and 
almost invisibly swinging with small 
amplitude, in a small exhausted fron 
case, should tell so sufely and so well 
whether oil or. gas are below it; for 
where oil or gas are, the same space 
cannot be‘occupled by dense rocks, 
and if dense rocks are present. to ex- 
cess there cannot be ofl or gas in any 
quantities present, so that the pendu- 
lum tells us positively of the absence 
of oil or gas. 

If, on the.other hand, we find that 
the pendulum is swinging too slo-vly, 
when its period is too long, — this 
would mean that there is present. a 
defect of mass,:the reason for which 
may be oil, gas or rock of smal! den- 
sity, so that while the pendulum is 
able to predict definitely the absence 
of oil and gas, which may mean the 
saving of thousands of dollars use- 
lessly expended in the search for the 
desirable commodities, it only forecasts 
the possibility of the presence of oil 
or gas.
